not the whole Universal Life, for the reason that 
it is changing in the states in which it is aware 
of itself, whereas, the Whole or Absolute cannot 
change even in the states in which it is aware of 
itself, and remain Absolute.

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Though the measure of spiritual 
consciousness which we have so far attained 
may not justify us in the complete dis- 
entangling of our real egoic Self from the 
authorship of past falsehood and error, as Paul 
did so boldly when he said, "It is no more I that 
do it, but sin that dwelleth in me," yet it should 
encourage us to awaken our consciousness 
from the dreamland of sense and to claim our 
full 


our cognitive faculties are externalized. When 
the power of awareness is involved in the 
manifestation side of consciousness, i. e., in 
thinking, feeling, and acting, the memory 
inhering in the egoic Self is cut off. But once 
consciousness is disentangled from the play of 
qualities and values which seem 
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human perception whereby we think of things in 
succession." Philosophic thinkers’ who _ still 
subscribe to the principle of Immanuel Kant, 
that there is a "thing-in-itself" outside and apart 
from the consciousness observing it, have

Body is the seat of sense-consciousness; it is 
the manifestation of the soul. Body exactly 
portrays the soul and 
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and Spirit can never be defeated, though it may 
be resisted and, considered in our time-relation, 
delayed. This purpose or plan of the Spirit is the 
grace by which man is saved in spite of himself. 
He may so wreck his life in one 
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or later "Every knee shall bow, and every tongue 
shall confess to God"; he learns that by the 
surrender of his human will he will be broken as 
an arbitrary personal being, but that continued 
resistance to the Universal Will must entail the 
bitterest suffering; "Whosoever shall fall on this 
stone shall 
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Spirit within, not the least yielding to be 
molded and shaped by the grace of God, is ever 
lost. Every effort, little and great, becomes 
force and power and faculty—results of the 
experiences of the past with which to continue 
the work of salvation in the future. 
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absorbed in Spirit, body would have obeyed, and 
these sorrows would have been averted. Jesus did 
not come to establish a new doctrine, to set up 
new laws of life or to destroy the old, but to fulfill 
the inner law. He aimed at spiritualizing Judaism 
by re-orient- 
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Man wills his own destiny so far as any one life 
is concerned. It is true that only by the ‘grace of 
God is man saved, yet it remains for man to be 
responsive to that grace. If this were not so, the 
very integrity of his individuality, 
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being to the glory of God. It is "the secret of the 
Lord," for the secret of the Lord is the 
recognition that there is an indwelling Spirit in 
all things, and particularly that the Universal 
Love-Will, which constitutes the pulse of life on 
all planes, is especially self- 
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growth and development; it is ever expanding 
from a lower to a relatively higher state. The ac- 
tions prompted by mind and body are the 
remnants of the old habit-thoughts of prior 
states, not as yet completely expurgated or 
expanded to the new basic state created by the 
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constantly appealing to us to find the truth 
within the common phenomena of our earthly 
lives—these garments of matter emanating from 
the radioactive center of Spirit. 
In our ignorance we are like radio receiving 
sets, having 
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the grace of God, and this is the awareness by 
which all things can be known. 

In the flesh-nature intellect is developed—the 
intellect which superimposes upon the 
phenomenal world of appearance the _ false 
valuations given to it in ignorance by the race- 
mind; yet the appearance itself is the perfect 
representation of the state in which Universal 
Will is conscious of 


our characters and, without forcing, lead us to 
seek "the things which belong to our peace." 

Try to see life from this standpoint. If we 
knew that Spirit appeals to us through every 
opportunity, we would 
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our being to do so. Spirit grieves when we resist. 
The process of this polarization is to become 
thought-immersed in Spirit, to lose ourselves in 
the consciousness of God. In certain definite 
periods of solitude we must close the conscious 
mind to all externals, even to the metaphysics 
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tell how priestcraft developed and unworthy 
individuals came to occupy the _ positions 
formerly held by the Holy Men. The fact 
remains that when the people had true spiritual 
guidance, and were thus kept from following 
after the false gods created by the mind of man, 
they lived in peace and harmony. 
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grieved over Jerusalem. Our Lord said, "God is 
Spirit," not a Spirit; there is no article in the 
Greek text. John the beloved disciple said, "God 
is love; and he that dwelleth in love dwelleth in 
God, and 
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visible sidereal universe. Master 
mathematicians, astronomers, and all those who 
have gone far enough into the abstract sciences 
to perceive the infinitude of the cosmos, reach a 
childlike and spiritual simplicity of mind. Island 
universes one hundred thoutand light-years 
away are now being studied. A light- 
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Self-contemplation of Infinite Universal Will 
exactly expresses Plato's doctrine of the 
Logos; this doctrine was adopted by Philo and 
was assimilated into Christian theology by 
association with it. According to Plato, the 
Logos is God's thought of himself; when he 
thinks the 
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his deepest being, in his individuality, to the 
Universal Creative Love-Will. We not only belong 
to the Creative Spirit, but we are the Creative 
Spirit. Our real Self, our true Ego, manifested as 
the only begotten Son 
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that you are a temple of the Spirit, a shrine of 
the Logos, a channel of the radiating power of 
Universal Love-Will. With that wisdom you are 
the arbiter of your own destiny, and the judge of 
your own self ; "Whatsoever thou shalt bind on 
earth [in your consciousness] shall be bound in 
heaven: and whatsoever 
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things." In this age the New Dawn is visible to 
all who do not wilfully blind themselves to it. To 
the children of the Light the new vision is 
revealed: "It is given unto you to know the 
mysteries of the kingdcim of heaven." I do not 
speak here to the average mind, but to the 
awakening 
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throughout the world. He said to his disciples : 
"Love your enemies, bless them that curse you, 
do good to them that hate you, and pray for 
them that despitefully use you, and persecute 
you; that ye may be the children of your Father 
which is in heaven ; for he maketh his sun to 
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sins, (then saith he to the sick of the palsy) 
Arise, take up thy bed, and go unto thine 
house." The inner meaning, of course, is that 
the process of healing sickness, and of forgiving 
sin, is practically identical. Exoterically, disease

Until the power of the Spirit is thus completely 
awakened within us, our control of our human 
and animal natures will be only in proportion to 
the degree of spiritual power we have available.

can be formulated without establishing an 
arbitrary crystallized code, law, or rule of life. 

We should discriminate sharply between a 
doctrine thus formulated and an arbitrary creed 
which at best can be 
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means: "There was a time when He was not," 
thus implying that the Infinite Creative Will 
was, in being, antecedent to his self-expression 
in the Logos who was incarnated in Jesus. Then 
arose the bitterest controversy that ever has 
agitated the church. Eusebius, the historian, 
says: "Bishop rose against

Scriptures, yet loyal churchmen accept the 
language of the Nicene Creed in its entirety. It 
is an incomparable expression of profound 
philosophic thinking. The statement that the 
Christ, the Son of God, was Begotten of his 
Father before all worlds, being of one substance 
with the Father, is positively in- 
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the conventional meaning of the word person. 
The Latin word persona means a mask, and our 
word person is taken from this Latin root. The 
use of the word person, therefore, is 
responsible for the conception of Father, Son, 
and Spirit as physically distinct from each 
other, instead of as livingly interpenetrating one 
another, 
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and Shiva. In the Upanishads, which are the 
oldest Scriptures extant, it is said of Brahm, "of 
him thou canst predicate nothing but his 
threeness." He is "Sat," or Absolute Undifferen- 
tiated Being; he is "Tat," or Absolute 
Undifferentiated Be-

And this loving God, who longs to realize him- 
self in his human vehicles, pleads with hearts 
today even as he has never ceased to plead 
since we became conscious beings. He is the 
whisperer of better things, the convicter 
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harmonize and synthesize all others and make 
them applicable to all the various states of 
individualized being. 

Power never is seen; it is known only by its 
effects. We know that there is power in the 
magnet solely by its effect upon the steel. No 
one can study chemistry without’ being 
profoundly impressed with the amazing laws of 
chemical affinity. There is an_ invisible 
incomprehensible force which causes certain 
elements to be drawn toward certain other 


undifferentiated Universal Will to differentiate 
itself into countless millions of individualized 
centers. 

Love is creative in every sphere, from the so- 
called highest to the so-called lowest. Never yet 
existed thought, 
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whether it be the highest, agape, or the more 
limited form expressed by the word phileo, or 
the lower, eras, which is~ animal _ love 
unregulated by intelligence, or the lowest of all, 
self-love, which is the utter inversion of the 
power that made the universe, still the an- 
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plane of relativity. We must seek the solution in 
the nature of being; in the awareness which 
causes it to become self-aware through the 
process of individualization. God loved you and 
me before we were born into the world, before 
we became self- 
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three-dimensional space, but as vibration or 
motion. Think of it as a vibrating, radioactive 
center of force. Imagine the electrons, 
infinitesimal vortices of electricity, whirling with 
incredible speed around their respective proton- 
centers, and the atoms oscillating in their orbits 
with the same rapidity. 
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Once we have learned the intuitional or 
spiritual method of approach, we have begun to 
develop the ability to understand the mysteries 
of God and of creation. We must abandon the 
mechanistic, three-dimensional way of study, for 
the nearest we can come to understanding by 
that path 
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centers. 

You and I were undifferentiated centers of 
power in the womb of the Creative Will of the 
Universe. To have remained "there" would have 
saved us the suffering of this 
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the misapplication of Scriptural passages torn 
from their contexts, have served as an 
explanation or justification for the perverse and 
morbid psychological conditions arising from 
the baffled and suppressed nature of man in his 
concrete-mental state. 
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serve, can the higher constructive laws of that 
creative force find rhythmic, harmonious 
expression. As the strings of a violin give forth 
harmony only as they are bound in the right 
relation one to another, so the individualized 
centers of Universal Will can produce the 
harmonious note of constructive service 
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say: The Universal Will was self-differentiated 
into multitudes of individualized life-centers so 
that there might be an object for love. These 
life-centers are himself and yet not himself, as 
your concept of yourself is one with yourself and 
yet not yourself. This is stated as clearly as it is 
possible to state an intuitive perception in 
concrete terms. Unity of essence 
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the Grace, the fructifying, winning power, the 
Mother-aspect of this realized unity, is essential 
to any right thought of Deity. Infinite Love in 
unthinkable origin was called God the Father; 
Infinite Love in creative expression, and in 
perfect manifestation as the 
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one who loves you will precipitate upon you all 
the reactions of your impulses, if he is 
concerned in your violation of the law of your 
own being. More terrible is the love of God. 
Anger might be propitiated; outraged justice 
might be satisfied by apology, sacrifice or 
penance; but love cannot be cajoled, and there 
is no way to bribe it. It is the undeviat- 
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of the objective self-conscious state. Only per- 
fect Divine Love, inherent and transcendent, 
can go into Hades to rescue Dives and purge 
him from the flesh accretions that have drugged 
his consciousness and smoth- 
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they might have it more abundantly." 

This is the illimitable and overmastering fact 
of being. To us it is only a promise until we 
realize it as a fact of consciousness; our only 
problem is how to attain this realization. Paul

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creative power which is love. This is the 
Father's Will fulfilling itself in individualized 
being. Hold your mind and your desire nature 
still, and offer this prayer to the Universal

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feared being selfish and thought it noble to 
renounce for the sake of others. Analyze these 
reasons now and see whether they were 
justified; whether peace and harmony ever fol- 
lowed your decision. The things we love, the 
things that from our hearts we long to do, 
never are selfish; they are 
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an infinite number of ways in which it can 
bring about the time and the manner of its 
fulfillment. Your concern and mine is not to 
obstruct or interfere with the fulfillment. 
After you have accomplished these seven steps

In this understanding, his old method 
of thinking is reversed; instead of looking without 
and giving values to the appearance which he

growth in knowledge, all improvement in 
mechanical ingenuity, all scientific discovery of 
the secrets of the material

Intellect may do much; it may be most 
valuable in drawing inferences that are 
evidential, but it cannot open the eyes of the 
soul. The eyes of your soul are open; God 
within you has opened them. Now that your 
eyes are 
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judge, and you will realize more and more that 
you are a manifestation of the Universal Spirit 
of Love. Then you will be increasingly able to 
meet every discipline with the _ realization: 
"Love, Wisdom, and Truth are working within 
me. God is All and All is God, and 
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personality, except outward form; and this nat- 
ural craving for outward form, for personality, 
in the in- 
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when his own, whom he loved unto the end, 
were around him, and heart was twined with 
heart in that mystical union with the Oversoul, 
the Christ Consciousness, "He took bread and 
blessed it, and said, 'Take, eat; this is my body * 
* *,' And he took the cup, saying, 'Drink ye all of 
it, for this is my blood.' " It is as if he said, "My 
visible presence, which is a sacrament, 
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them a question: Do you, who, by studying 
Higher Thinking, have recognized the Oneness of 
the Universal Will as all phenomena, do you ever 
ask what the Lord Jesus meant when he affirmed 
that the consecrated bread and wine were his 
body and his blood?

Jesus was the specialization of this same

creative, has suggested to the subconscious mind 
in the elements, which is sensitive and receptive, 
a new power, a new character, and they become 
vehicles of energies higher than those which 
habitually belong to them. This is’ the 
transubstantiation of the 
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Name; evermore praising thee, and saying, 

Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God of hosts; Heaven and 

earth [the invisible and the visible] are full of 

thy glory; Glory be to thee, 0 Lord Most High."

objective phenomena. The quality that God was 
seeking to realize when he realized himself as 
humanity, is Love. This fact suggests that 
individual man is not the highest manifestation 
of the Universal Will; but 
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real as is the physical body to those who are 
conscious only of the physical—nay, it is even 
more real than that. 

The highest realization that can penetrate 
the mind of man is the transcendent truth that 
humanity is the Body of God; and that God's 
life, individualized in man, is the 
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Sacramental mist, 
But we are nearest them and nearest

must be, And as with Thee, what then 
their boundless bliss! Till Faith be sight,
